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A Happy Ending 


It is good news that the teacher strike 
in the Vegreville district has been settled. 
When schools are closed one of the most 
important interests of the people in the 
area is affected, and in less degree the in- 
terest of the public at large. Sixty-two 
Schools have been closed in the Vegreville 
territory for two months, That is a seri- 
ous matter for hundreds of children, who 
must struggle through the remainder of 
the year under a heavy handicap. 

Much credit is due to Dr. G, Fred Me- 
Nally, deputy minister of education, for his 
untiring efforts to keep the teachers and 
trustees in touch and help bring the ne- 
gotiations to a successful conclusion. 

The root cause of the trouble was not 
local, It is general—the scandalously low 
salaries paid to country school teachers. 
However it is to be brought about, the Al- 
berta schcol system cannot function with 
full efficiency until there is a minimum 
salary applicable everywhere in the prov- 
ince and large enough to correspond with 
the importance of the work the teachers 
are required to do.

France’s Colonies Safe 


Just about the time Laval was telling 
the world by radio that the garrison of 
French Somaliland was fighting a British- 
Free French invading force, the flag of the 
Fighting French was being hoisted over 
the official quarters at Djibouti after “a 

riendly chat” between the commandant 
and the British commander. 

The Somaliland capital was the last 
scrap of French territory in Africa recog- 
nizing the authority of Vichy. The rest of 
that coiony had already passed into Al- 
lied control, and most of the garrison 
Laval talked about had quit the place and 
joined the Allied forces. 

With the exception of Indo-China— 
which Vichy handed over to the Japanese 
on the strength of some sort of a promise 
that it may be returned—the entire French 
Empire oversea is now on the side of the 
Allies, under their protection, and held in 
trust by them until the day they can hand 
it back to a restored and sovereign France. 

In men and materials the resources of 
the French colonies are immense. The 
location of the African colonies is even 
more important than their great reservoir 
of manpower and supplies. In the West 
and the East Indies the French possessions 
are important both for their positions and 
for the materials they can provide of 
kinds which the Allies need—and which 
the Axis powers need still worse. 

The winning of this great and widely 
scattered Empire to the Allied side is a 
major victory for the Allies and for 
France. Had Laval been able to carry 
through his plot to put the manpower and 
the resources of these colonies under con- 
trol of Hitler and Tojo, the war outlook 
would be vastly different. Had he even 
heen able to keep them closed areas to the 
Allies, our difficulties would have been 
multiplied, all the way from Europe to the 
South Pacific.

Rolling Along 


The Russians claim to have recaptur- 
ed nearly 12,000 square miles of territory 
in the middle Don sector in ten days; an 
area about as large as that from Edmon- 
ton to Red Deer and eastward to a line 
running north and south through Ver- 
milion. 

This is only one of six sectors in which 
the Red army is on the attack, from 
Velikie Luki to the central Caucasus, and 
reporting consistent headway, 

The recapture of territory buried deep 
in snow is not of itself immediately im- 
portant. The location of the territory, the 
direction of the drives, and the enemy 
troops disposed of, give more significance 
to the multiplied offensives. 

The object in hitting at so many points 
apparently is to keep the Nazis from 
shifting troops from one sector to another, 
Or, on the contrary, to keep them so busy 
doing this that men and equipment wear 
out or get bogged in snow without ac- 
complishing anything. 

Which offensive is intended to be the 
“real” one eventually, outsiders—like the 
enemy—can only guess. Naturally the 
twin drives toward Rostov engage most 
reader attention, For the reason that 
stiould these succeed the Caucasus oil 
fields will again be barred to Hitler, and 
Nazi forces estimated to be a million 
Strong will be cut off from supporting 
bases and from the defence line farther 
north, 

Both these drives are getting danger- 
near the objective. The one from 
Stalingrad is said to be within 80 miles 
of Rostov, that from Voronezh not more 
than 100 miles away. This explains Ber- 
lin's statement that Nazi forces in the Cau- 
casus have been “drawing back”. It would 
seem to be time, unless the Corporal 
Fuehrer has built up defences the Russians 
don’t know about somewhere not far ahead 
of their advancing columns

Self-denial is saving for victory, 


From What Source Does the Country’s Money Come? 


Gold Has Nothing to Do 
With Financing of the 
War Now 


By G. G. McGEER, K.C., M.P. 
(Vancouver-Burrard) 

There was a time, not so many 
years ago, when the people were 
led to believe that the supply of 
money available for human needs 
was limited by the available sup- 
ply of gold. They were amazed by 
the power of Germany and Japan 
to finance huge expenditures for 
reconstruction and preparation for 
war, although the gold resources of 


those nations were known to be 
negligible. 
For some strange reason, the 


people of the United States and 
the British Empire continued to ex- 
change nickel, tin, lead, zine, cop- 
per and scrap iron for gold. The 
Japanese and the Germans were 
quite willing to give up their gold 


in exchange for the metals that 
they could convert into planes, | 
ships, tanks and guns. 


All too late, our people came to 
the realization that they had been 
exchanging the useful metals for 
a useless one. They found, to their 
dismay, that, in wartime, the huge 
hoard of twenty billion dollars’ 
worth of gold in the vaults of the 
United States government was 
valueless, So much was this so 
that the United States ordered a 
“Cease production” in the gold 
mines of the United States, and 
the Dominion of Canada threaten- 
ed to follow suit, for our Dominion 
had learned that it could finance

War Finance 
Canada, as everyone knows, has 


tbeen financing her internal ex- 
|penditure ineepensent of gold 
since the commencement of the 
war. The gold we had on hand 


and have been able to produce 
since the war began has been used 
exclusively for part of the payment 
of the purchases in the United 
States. 

The part The Bank of Canada 
has played in our existing system 
of a goldless managed currency 
marks a new era in the history of 


Canadian finance. The Bank of 
Canada now has investments in 
Government bonds totalling, in 


round figures, a thousand million 
dollars. The Bank of Canada has 
financed this investment by the is- 
sue of Bank of Canada currency 
notes, $665,659,000 being now in cir- 
culation, together with $246,000,000, 
which the chartered banks of Can- 
ada have on deposit with The 
Bank of Canada, or a total of more 
than $900,000,000. 

These facts, quite apart from 
anything else, would certainly jus- 
tify the establishment of The Bank 
of Canada as a publicly-owned na- 
tional institution. Whatever profit 
The Bank of Canada makes out of 
its investment of a billion dollars’ 
worth of Government bonds be- 
longs to the people of Canada. To 
that extent we are financing our- 
selves with our own cash. A few 
years ago, this practice would have

Chartered Banks 


The Benk of Canada, however, is 
not the only bank wnich has invest- 


ments in government bonds. Ac- 
cording to the last figures, our 
chartered banks hold government 


bonds to the value of $2,000.000,000, 
or slightly more than double the 
value of similar holdings in the 
Bank of Canada. Since the declar- 
ation. of war, the increase of govern- 
ment bonds held by the chartered 
banks totals $870,148,191. Current 
loans have increased by 150 mil- 
lions of dollars, making their total 
increase in loans and investments 
in government bonds by our char- 
tered banks, since the war began, 
roughly, one billion dollars 

It is surely a fair question to ask 
how have the chartered banks fin- 
anced this huge increase of invest- 
ment since the war began. Well, 
it is not by virtue of any increase 
in their subscribed and paid up 
capital, which, in 1939, on the date 
of the declaration of war, was $145,- 
000,000, and still remains at that 
figure, one-half of which is invest- 
ed in benk premises, leaving the 
actual working capital of the char- 
tered banks at $72,500,000.

Eastern Ontario has always been 
the cheese-producing area of Can- 
ada, This year the province as 
a whole produced about 125 mil- 
lion pounds, of which million 
was made in the big triangle from 
just west of Kingston to Quebec 
on the east. Quebec factories this 
year have stepped up production 
from 25 to 60 million pounds. 

Presectt county, down the Ot- 
tawa river, produces more cheese 
than any other eastern Ontario 
area, over 9,000,000 pounds this 
year. Only Hastings county, up 
in central Ontario, produces more, 
Glengarry comes next with over 
8,500,000 pounds; Leeds and Stor- 
mont with over eight million; 
Dundas with seven and a half mil- 
lion; Carleton with well over six 
and a half million; Russell over 
}seven; Lennox and Addington and 
Frontenac with each over six mil- 
lion, ane Lanark with three and a 
half million, It’s a big industry in 
"every county of the district.

Few people here know 
about the cheddar cheese that 
produced in such huge quantity 
all around them. Cheese is cheese, 
and that’s that Well, Ontario 
cheddar cheese, unfortunately for 
our eating habits, does not come 
that way. When we had the East- 
ern Ontario Export Food Show at 
the Experimental Farm last week 
dozens of people said to me, “Bring 
us back a hunk of that champion- 
ship cheese”, True, there was 
lot of cheese at that show, over 
15 tons of it, and most better than 
average make, but little of it was 
ready tor eating 

Right there is the great 
ence between Ontario cheddar and 
the factory-made cheese of most 
other countries. Our product is not 
pasteurized; it improves with age, 
careful storing and constant turn- 
ing. As a raw product, just out of 
the factory, it may score highly, yet 
is hardly fit to eat. Two years 
later that same cheese will likely 
be fit for any table in the world, 
and highly appreciated by the con- 
noisseur, It improves with age, if 
properly kept.

This is made possible by our ex- 
isting bank laws and bank prac- 
tices, which permit the chartered 
banks te expand their holdings of 
Bank of Canada cash inio bank 
deposits of twenty times their 
value, but which the banks, in prac- 
tice, limit to ten times the value of 
the Bank of Canada cash.

Since the war began, the chart- 


ered bank holdings of Bank of 
Canada cash have increased from 
258 millions to 358 millions, or a 


total increase of one hundred mil- 
lion dollars 

The chartered banks in turn have 
expanded this one hundred million 
dollars into an increase of $962,- 


000,000 of bank deposits, so-called

| What is the difference—one 
}might well ask—in the method of 


financing employed by the Bank of 


Canada and that which the chart- 
ered banks of Canada use? Well, 
the difference is very great. When 


the Bank of Canada purchases gov- 
ernment bonds, it Bank of 
Canada bills, the legal tender cash 
of the people of Canada, The debt 
represented in the bond purchased, 
however, is owned by the Bank of

Canada, which, in turn, is owned 
by all the people of Canada 
When the chartered banks pur- 


chase government bonds, they issue 
book-keeping entries alleged to be 
bank deposits in a system under 
which the chartered banks can buy 
with Bank of Canada cash, ten

buy with its own 


times as many 
of Canada can 
money. 

But what is still worse, the debt 
represented in the bonds held by 
the chartered banks is a debt of 
all of the people of Canada to the 
banks, or just a few of the people 
of Canada, and the profits made out 
of the investment in government 
bonds are paid by all of the people 
of Canada to the chartered banks, 
which are owned by a few of the 
people of Canada 

Under this practice, the chart- 
ered banks of Canada are enabled 
to expand Bank of Canada cash by 
ten times its value for the purchase 
of government bonds, Was there 
ever conceived a more strange de- 
vice by which the few could profit 
at the expense of all? 

When the Government sells, or 
allows the chartered banks to pur- 
chase Government bonds’ with 
bank deposits, the Government it- 
self induces the chartered banks to 
pump new deposit money directly 
circulation, with inflationary 


results. It constitutes a far more 


| dangerous system of inflation than 


that caused by the issue of national 
currency, because bank deposits 
constitute inflation of debts, and 
inflation of debts mean not only in- 
flation of purchasing power but in- 
flation of taxation, because in- 
creased bank deposits mean infla- 
tion of debt. 


Inflation 

Wouldn't it be better for every- 
body if the Bank of Canada fi- 
nanced the expenditures of Gov- 


ernment in wartime and as well as 
in peacetime. By such a practice, 
all of the people of Canada would 
owe all of their own debts to them- 
selves, and debt inflation, the most 
dangerous of all forms of inflation 
would cease to be a threat against 
national security and an orderly 
rate of economic progress 

The lessons learned in the finan 
cing of the last war were forgotten, 
but the lessons being learned in 
the financing of this war must be 
understood and applied if the ex- 
periences of post-war deflation and 


depression suffered after the 


World War are to be avoided, when 
the victory which we hope is now 
on the way is made final and com- 
plete.
